City planners, recognizing the 
special housing needs of the area, 
are working on solutions. One 
“guiding principle” for Downtown 
East is to ensure existing residents 
can stay in the neighbourhood. 

“We've made some promises for 
providing transition for people who 
have to move for some reason, to 
move maybe into temporary accom- 
modation, and back in where they 
were, or into another part of the 
community that they want to live 
in,” city planner Bob Caldwell said 
at an open house for the project on 
May 18. 

City administration’s official posi- 
tion is that “existing residents 
should remain, in new or renovated 
housing.” Caldwell admitted hous- 
ing services envisioned in the plan 
have yet to be created. He said resi- 
dents were instead directed to Boyle 
Street community services. 

“When people were given their 
notices, they were also given the 
number to call and where to go to 
seek that help. Which is the best we 
can do at this point in time,” he 
explained. 

Some residents were offered 
accommodation in the neighbouring 
rooming house operated by the 
museum, the historic Brighton block. 
But Capital Health inner-city hous- 
ing officer Glen Jenkins said that, 
overall, those units have become less 
desirable than the housing available 
at the Lodge since the Ukrainian 
Canadian Archives and Museum 


“took over. 


In February, Jenkins declared 11 
of the approximately 50 suites in the 
Brighton unfit for human habitation.

FORMER DEPUTY PRIME MINISTER AND 
Minister for Public Security, Anne 
McLellan says Canadians need to 
“grow up” and understand the 
national security threats that affect 
our country. 

“We unfortunately, have been a 
country that has had the luxury of 
not focusing on national security the 
way most other countries have had 
to,” 

she remarked at a weekend panel 
where Canadian security agencies 
tried to settle fears that foreign-born 
Canadians are at risk of investiga- 
tion, detention, and deportation. 

The panel of CSIS, RCMP, and 

Canada Border Services Agency offi- 
cials at Grant MacEwan College was 
requested by anti-racism advocates, 
and local religious groups last year 

McLellan said the gathering was 
part of the previous government's 
“concentrated effort to dispel the 
fear of some [Canadians], of national 
security activities... an attempt to 
involve communities most affected.” 

Although all agencies denied 
racial profiling occurs, CSIS prairie 
director Brian Rumig admitted the 
five security certificates issued since 
September 11, 2001—that is, special 
orders to detain individuals without 
charge or opportunity for a legal 
defence—have all applied to Mus- 
lims. 

Larry Shaben of the Edmonton 
Council of Muslim Communities 
said his organization first became

concerned about violations of civil 
liberties when Canada’s anti-terror- 
ism act was introduced in 2002. He 
said other organizations like the 
Edmonton Interfaith Centre got 
involved when they realized the law 
affected all Canadians, not just 
“Muslims or people with Arab- 
sounding names.” 

Charlene Hay of the Northern 
Alberta Alliance on Race Relations 
criticized Canada’s current terrorism 
laws, but refused to say they were 
racist. 

“When there is an increase in 
security we become very concerned 
that the effect of the practices gener- 
ated to address the issue are affect- 
ing certain people who happen to be 
of a visible minority group in a dis- 
proportionate way,” Hay explained 
“So that means they are not being 
treated in an | equitable way, and that 
concerns us.’ 

Her organization conducted a 
study last year that found “many” 
members of minority groups com- 
plained of being targeted by Canadi- 
an security agencies. 

Fanny Ho, of the Edmonton 
inland branch of Border Services 
said most threats to national security 
are intercepted in major cities like 
Vancouver, Toronto, and Montreal. 
The Edmonton CBSA screens nearly 
400,000 people at the Edmonton 
International Airport every year. 
Last year the agency detained 11,509 
individuals and removed 10,360,

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No Afghanistan victory in sight 


The regimes, they aren’t a changin’ 


THE CASE OF THE AFGHAN MAN WHO 
faced execution for converting to 
Christianity illustrates the conun- 
drum of “regime change.” 

Okay, so your army has just rolled 
into a foreign capital. You can do 
whatever you want. However, if you 
interfere with the internal affairs of a 
liberated country, and you tell them 
what to do—you haven't liberated 
them at all. But if you can’t change 
anything, what's the point? 

From a column I wrote over four 
years ago upon my return from 
Afghanistan, in February of 2002: 
“Nothing has changed in 
Afghanistan, simply because there 
has been no meaningful attempt to 
de-Talibanize. Well-known figures 
like Mullah Omar may be in hiding, 
but today’s Northern Alliance-domi- 
nated regime is almost entirely com- 
prised of Taliban defectors. So while 
prime minister Hamid Karzai cuts a 
dashing figure with his green Tajik 
robe and impeccable English, the 
heavily-armed men ordinary 
Afghans come into contact with on 
the streets are merely gussied-up 
Talibs. Some liberation.” 


STONED FREE 

A couple of months earlier 
Ahamat Ullha Zarif, a top Afghan 
judge for the new U.S.-backed gov- 
ernment, explained the differences 
between the old and new justice sys- 
tems. “The Taliban used to hang the 
victim's body in public for four 
days,” he recalled. Not anymore. 
“We will only hang the body for a 
short time, say 15 minutes.” Adulter- 
ers were stoned to death under the 
Taliban legal system, which was 
based on strict Sharia, or Islamic law. 
They still would be, Judge Zarif 
explained, “But we will use only 
small stones.” 

Supporters of the post-9/11 war 
against Afghanistan dismissed my 
worries that nothing would change 
as alarmist. “Exaggeration, inaccura- 
cy and outright lies,” neoconserva- 
tive writer John Giuffo called them. 
In fact, they proved deadly accurate. 
Two women have been stoned to 
death for adultery in one district 
alone. The following Reuters wire 
service story, confirmed by the BBC, 
came out in 2005: “According to eye- 
witnesses, the 29-year old, named 
only as Amina, was dragged out of 
her parents’ house in Urgu District, 
Badakhshan province by her hus- 
band and local officials before being 
publicly stoned to death. The man 
accused of committing adultery with 
her is alleged to have been whipped 


100 times and freed.” 

Badakhshan, a stronghold of the 
American-backed Northern Alliance 
throughout the 1996-2001 civil war, 
is not under the control of some 
rogue warlord. It is run by the cen- 
tral government in Kabul, which is 
wholly owned and operated by the 
American taxpayer. 

Afghanistan’s top law-enforce- 
ment official is Abdul Rahim Karimi. 
As justice minister he reports direct- 
ly to Hamid Karzai, who was 
installed as president by the Bush 
Administration in December 2001. 

From the beginning, Karimi insist- 
ed that the Afghan version of 
Sharia—the same legal system that 
condemned thieves to amputation in 
front of jeering crowds in soccer sta- 
diums—would remain in full force 
in the “new” Afghanistan. “People 
would not understand if we got rid 
of it,” he said. So they didn’t. 

The Taliban didn’t have a Consti- 
tution. They used Sharia, Islamic law 
interpreted from the Koran, instead. 
U.S-occupied Afghanistan has a 
2004 Constitution that includes a key 
sentence: “No law can be contrary to 
the sacred religion of Islam.” There's 
more paperwork, but nothing new: 
Sharia is still the law of the land. 

The man who faced death for 
apostasy was freed as a result of 
political pressure brought upon 
Karzai by his American masters. 
“For the sake of the national interest 
of 25 million. Afghans, the president 
is trying to solve the [Abdul Rah- 
man] issue,” his spokesman.said 
before arranging the Afgham Christ- 
ian’s exile in Italy. But the law hasn't 
changed. Sharia lives. 

From the viewpoint of the citizens 
of the most religiously fundamental- 
ist country in the Muslim world, 
caving in to interference by Western 
infidels, including the pope, is the 
ultimate humiliation. “Abdul Rah- 
man must be killed. Islam demands 
it,’ said senior cleric Fayez 
Mohammed. “The Christian foreign- 
ers occupying Afghanistan are 
attacking our religion.” 

It’s a widely held view. 

Releasing and exiling Rahman 
will inspire outrage, since “an over- 
whelming number of ordinary 
Afghans appear to believe Mr. Rah- 
man has erred and deserves to be 
executed,” the BBC reported.

War II Germany and Japan as suc- 
cessful precedents. But we didn’t 
create democracy in Germany 
from scratch. Before Hitler there 
was the vibrant Weimar republic;

one-party rule has been the norm for 
decades. Liberation works best 
when you kick a foreign army out 
of a country that had liberal val- 
ues before its occupation.

After it came into possession 
of Afghanistan, with its long 
history of justice based on bru- 
tality and vengeance, the U.S.

The Soviets 
sent girls to school and universi- 
ty, banned the burga and pro- 
hibited the enforcement of 
Sharia law. The U.S. chose lais- 
sez-fatre liberation, 
and spread theocracy instead of

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Alberta’s little lies 


Equalization is just one more bogus battle 


IS IT POSSIBLE THAT RALPH KLEIN— 
our country’s longest-serving pre- 
mier and a self-proclaimed federal- 
ist—does not know how Canada’s 
system of equalization payments 
works? His threat last week that 
Alberta would opt out of equaliza- 
tion if resource revenues were to be 
included suggests that might indeed 
be the case. Or is there something 
else at play? 

The reality is that equalization 


payments are entirely funded by the 


federal government. The Govern- 
ment of Alberta, like all the other 
provinces, does not pay one single 
cent into the program. Not out of 
resource revenues, not out of general 
revenues, not even out of gambling 
revenues. There is no expense item 
in any provincial budget called 
“equalization” or “transfer to the 
federal government.” 

For a premier to suggest, there- 
fore, that his government would 
stop paying into equalization is tan- 
tamount to a soccer team saying 
they are going to stop paying for ice 
time at their local rink—it makes no 
sense. 


EQUALIZATION FOR DUMMIES 

The Constitution Act of 1982 
makes the federal government 
responsible for ensuring that all 
Canadians receive “reasonably com- 
parable levels of public services at 
reasonably comparable levels of tax- 
ation.” 

The government does this by tak- 
ing the average “fiscal capacity” of 
the five “middle income” provinces 
(Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and BC), and provid- 
ing funds to ensure that all 
provinces are able to meet that stan- 
dard. The “fiscal capacity” is deter- 
mined by looking at ALL of the 
provinces’ revenue sources, includ- 
ing taxation and, yes, resource rev- 
enues. 

In 2004-2005, for example, the 
“average fiscal capacity” was deter- 
mined to be $6,217 per capita. That 
means that any province that did not 
have the ability to raise that much 
per person on provincial revenue 
would receive equalization pay- 
ments. 

Alberta, which has nearly twice 
that capacity did not receive an 
equalization payment. PEI, nowhere 
near that amount, received enough 
in equalization to bring their rev- 
enue up to the $6,217 per capita 
level. 

These funds—$10 billion per year 
since 1999—come out of federal rev- 
enues, including corporate and indi- 
vidual taxes, royalties from federally 
owned and controlled natural 
resources, and other federal revenue 
sources. 

Equalization is in the news again 
because the provinces are clamour- 
ing for more funds. Years of follow- 
ing Alberta’s lead and slashing cor- 
porate and individual taxes to 
unheard of levels have resulted in 
what some are calling a “fiscal 
imbalance”—provinces unable to 
afford the public services voters 
want, or the services that a province 
like Alberta can afford. 

Because the notion of collecting 
provincial taxes sufficient to actually 
fund programs and services is still 
largely taboo in Canada, the 
provinces have opted instead for 
asking the federal government to 


amend the equalization formula. 
The fact is that equalization is 
mandated by the Constitution. It is 
impossible for the feds to even think 
about using Alberta’s resource 
wealth to pay for it, and the only 
way Alberta can “opt out” of equal- 
ization is by leaving the country—

scenarios would seem to apply.

At the same 
time, the Conservative Party of 
Alberta is about to head into a 
potentially divisive and damaging 
leadership race and transition of 
power. 

Politically, it is an ideal time to 
distract Albertans and rally them 
behind the party—and against 
Ottawa. 

The only real question that 
remains is whether or not Albertans 
really are that gullible and misin- 
formed. | like to believe that we are 
not. 1am also comforted by the fact 
that media outlets across the 
province have jumped quickly to 
point out the problems with Mr.

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History unravels 
Did the Chinese settle in North America before Columbus? 


THE ISLAND OF SEVEN CITIES 
By Paul Chiasson 
Random House, 376 pp.. $34.95 





VISITING HIS PARENTS IN SYDNEY ON 
Cape Breton Island in the summer of 
2001, Toronto architect Paul Chias- 
son went sightseeing at the light- 
house on Boularderie Island. 

Across the strait he saw a dramat- 
ic rock silhouette called Cape 
Dauphin. It was a part of the island 
he had never explored during his 
childhood. 

When he returned to his parents’ 
house, he asked his mother about it, 
and she gave him a book of local his- 
tory by one James Lamb, published 
in 1975. In the book, Lamb described 
an ancient overgrown roadway and 
a stone wall, possibly connected to 
an old blockhouse, as being some- 
what of a puzzle on Cape Dauphin. 

Chiasson was interested in ruins 
and had never been on that part of 
his childhood homeland, so he 
decided to make it his next hike. 

What he discovered that day 
would change his life and possibly 
North American history as it has 
been taught for the past five cen- 
turies. 


Chiasson discovered a roadway 
about three metres wide, with cut 
stone walls on either side leading up 
the mountain. The walls weren't like 
anything else he'd seen and he was 
curious about why the road had 
been constructed on this remote part 
of the island, far away from any of 
the historical settlements he knew 
about. He began researching more of 
the island’s history. 

To his surprise, the reasons for 
these ruins didn’t tum up in any 
published accounts. The more he 
researched, the more mysterious the 
road's origins became. 

As he pursued his quest he real- 
ized that the road and other ruins, 
further up the mountain, couldn't 
be attributed to the English, Scots, 
French, or even Portuguese 
explorers, whose early voyages 
define the traditional history of the 
New World. 

What all the evidence—including 
the traditional stories and culture of 
the Mi’kmagq aboriginal people, who 
populated the island before the 
Europeans—pointed to, was pres- 
ence of a developed colony of Chi- 
nese immigrants which predated 
John Cabot by a hundred years, or

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longer. 

This theory isn’t new. 

Writer Gavin Menzies, in his book 
1421: The Year China Discovered The 
World, made similar claims a few 
years ago. Indeed, there’s been some 
evidence of Viking settlements in 
North America as well. 

Chiasson meets with Menzies 
during the course of the book, and

both Menzies and amateur archaeol- 
ogist Cedric Bell accompany him to 
the site to confirm his interpretation 
of the ruins. 

The interesting thing about Chias- 
son’s story is that he wasn’t trying to 
prove a theory when he began. He 
was just trying to find out whose 
Tuins he’d walked on and couldn’t 
get any answers. 

His book is a very personal voy- 
age because his own ancestors were 
Acadians and his own personal his- 
tory is very much linked to the histo- 
ry of Cape Breton Island. Also, Chi- 





asson was diagnosed with HIV in 
1993. He states that it’s probably one 
of the reasons he was interested in 
Tuins to begin with—the idea that 
nature will destroy even the most 
magnificent human plans. \ 

His personal survival becomes 
entwined with his quest for the truth 
and indeed his research comes to 
give him a reason to live. 

The book is certainly convincing. 
As he takes the reader through the 
evidence, it’s very difficult to come 
to any other conclusion but the one 
he finally makes, and it’s that care- 
fully laid-out sequence of his person- 
al proof that gives the book its 
strength. 

Now that he’s made his story 
public, it will be up to historians and 
archaeologists to examine what he’s 
given them. Since he pretty much 
claims that there are Chinese graves 
on the site, the truth of his assertions 
should be pretty simple to prove one 
way or the other. 

If he’s made the greatest archaeo- 
logical discovery of modern times, 
we'll know about it in the next few 
years. Either way, it’s a great story 
to read.

I’M PRETTY MUCH CONVINCED THAT 
my.main purpose in life is to fart 
around. 

It’s what I do best. I’m essentially 
unbeatable at ambling about aim- 
lessly, looking through boxes of 
vinyl records for hours with no 
intent to purchase, or at just about 
any other pointless activity that 
requires no general plan or 
justification. 

Deli sandwiches are the perfect 
food when you're farting around. 
I’ve heard some say burgers are best, 
and others claim hot dogs from 
street vendors are the ultimate, but 
they're wrong. Burgers are too con- 
siderable. You can’t just saunter up 
to a burger. You've got to be mental- 
ly prepared and really tuck into one 
like a savage to get the most of the 
experience. 

Hot dogs on the other hand are 
like sleeper cells. You really don’t 
expect much except a frank in a bun, 
but without warning, you've got to 
make choices about toppings (yes to 
sauerkraut and onions, no to pickled 
chilies...). Then, you have to layer the 
condiments properly and decide on 
the right mustards... 

Before you know it, youre right 
out of farting around mode and 
instead you're barking out orders 
like some sort of commodities bro- 
ker. 

Deli sandwiches on the other 
hand, are simple. The counter help 
asks what you want, and you 
burp out one or two syllables. 

Ham! Turkey! As a general rule, any 
food you can order while on your 
way to, in, or recovering from a 
drunken stupor, is perfect farting 
around food. 








Well... I was out farting around 
when I found myself all sort of ras- 
cally, so I wandered into Col. Mus- 
tard’s for a sandwich. 

The ultra-hip server walked me 
along a variety of different floor cov- 
erings past multi-coloured walls, 
benches, and other chic servers until 


_we finally got to my table right in 


front of the open line kitchen. 
Although half of your senses are 
telling you you're in an experimental 
art gallery, it’s not cold, pretentious 
or aloof. 

In fact, the interior of Col. Mus- 
tard’s is more like a nap on a Sunday 
afternoon or a warm hug. The kind 
of place that envelopes you and 
calms your mind like a Buddhist 
chant as you sink into one of the 
comfy benches or chairs. In short, it 
kind of felt like Col. Mustard’s was 
in farting around mode too! 

Given the amazing variety of 
sandwiches they offer, I ventured off 
the path of conventionality and 
ordered a Cobb sandwich on sour- 
dough ($9). Odd choice really. 

Cobb salad was not named for Ty 
Cobb, as many think, but rather was 
invented in 1937 by Bob Cobb at the 
Brown Derby restaurant in Holly- 
wood while on a midnight fridge 
raid. Cobb salad is a lot like a chef's 
salad except strips of turkey, avoca- 
do, tomato, hard-boiled eggs, and 
cheese are layered across the top of a 
bed of lettuce, and served witha 
crumbled blue cheese French dress- 
ing (ingredients often vary). 

In homage to the great salad, the 
folks at Col. Mustard’s invented a 
sandwich that comes with roughly 
the same ingredients—Turkey and 
bacon with avocado and blue cheese 
on sourdough—so that’s what I 
went with. 

It’s been said (mostly by me, but 
I’m sure some other folks have 
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thought it as well) that you could 
travel from coast to coast in North 
America and never once run across 


good bread. Eating at Col. Mustard’s 


disproves that postulate. 

The sourdough was moist and 
chewy with a nice tough but not dry 
crust, and by some remarkable 
stroke of luck, it was actually a little 
on the sour side... as the name sug- 
gests. Further, the turkey wasn’t 
some de-boned, pressed, rolled and 
artificially smoked (which end 
would you pretend to light?) imita- 
tion of the Thanksgiving classic—it 
was actually turkey breast. 

Truthfully, I found the sandwich 
to be a little rich. So I ordered the 
wrong thing. That's hardly their 
fault. They have amazing breads, a 
great atmosphere, well-done 
desserts, and some really top-notch 
homemade soups ($4-5). (I suspect 
they make turkey stocks with the 
carcass bits leftover after they’ve 
extracted the breasts.) : 

At any rate, I’ve learned my les- 
son about Col. Mustard’s. The next 
time I go back, I think I'll stick to my 
regular deli choices. More impor- 
tantly, I won't be in farting around 
mode. Col. Mustard’s is a seriously 
good place to eat, in some seriously 
relaxed surroundings. Next time, I’Tl 
be more prepared.

NEXTFEST 2006 IS DARING IN BOTH 
senses of the word, says festival 
director Steve Pirot. 

The festival is all about emerging 
professional artists—400 of them 
from a variety of disciplines span- 
ning theatre to film to movement, 
music and visual arts—and celebrat- 
ing them with 11 days of nonstop 
new and generally avant-garde art, 
so it obviously has no problem with 
the primary definition of the word 
“daring.” 

Nextfest, for instance, is the kind 
of festival where GayFace, a brand- 
new, salacious play deconstructing 


gay stereotypes is performed in an 
ad hoc cabaret space carved out of a 
local gay-oriented nightclub, or 
where Jon Lochlan Stewart—co- 
writer of last year’s hit Nextfest odd- 
ball puppets-come-alive play Grum- 
plestock's—pens a theatrical piece 
(Twisted Thing) based on animal 
characters that aren’t going to be 
played as actual animals. 

But, the Syncrude Next Genera- 
tion Arts Festival, running through 
June 11 at the Roxy Theatre and 
other venues around downtown, is 
increasingly all about the second 
definition of “daring”: challenge 
someone to do something danger- 
ous, outside his or her comfort zone. 

“The words ‘I dare you’ have 
become more a part of my terminol- 


Flickers of genius 


Nextfest should mentor filmmakers too

IT’S NO SURPRISE THAT YOUNG THE- 
atre artists flock to Nextfest. There, 
participants receive recognition, 
feedback, and a rigorous education 
in what it’s like to work, profession- 
ally, in the field. Playwrights work 
with dramaturges to get their scripts 
into shape, then with the guidance of 
experienced mentors, put an entire 
production together for emerging 
actors, directors, and assorted back- 
stage crew. They rehearse, then per- 
form this new work. 

From this perspective, the film, 
dance, visual arts, and music compo- 
nents are at a disadvantage at 
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Nextfest. Instead of being work- 
shopped through the process, these 
other artists are expected to show up 
with a finished product, vetted by a 
curator rather than creating on-site. 
This puts these other artists ina 
more vulnerable position, thrown to 
the critic without any prior critique 
from a creative team, without prepa- 
ration for the questions that arise in 
the critics mind. Unlike theatre 
artists, they can’t tweak their perfor- 
mances during the run in response 
to audience or critical comments. 
Essentially, I have the last word. 

So take this review with that in 
mind. 

There are two film programs in 
Nextfest, curated by David Cheoros 
and David Bates: the first is Ghosts 
and Shadows (sombre and down- 





ogy in regards to the festival as I 
encourage our artists to keep on 
pushing their work and make sure 
they are going as far as they can go 
and are communicating all that they 
can communicate. 

“It’s also important for all of us, 
including myself, to keep pushing 
and to not get complacent,” says 
Pirot, the respected Edmonton- 
based actor, playwright, and admin- 
istrator who has been at the helm of 
the 11-year-old festival for the past 
six years. 

For Pirot, the uniqueness of 
Nextfest has everything to do with 
the fact that young artists get the 
best of all worlds: they’re able to

organization like Theatre Network 
in an open-ended atmosphere that 
isn’t “driven by the box office.” 

The upshot for Pirot and the rest 
of the Nextfest mentors is being able 
to “take leaps of faith” with various 
works including The Crossroads of 
Fifth and Madison by Ryan Mckinley, 
the author of the mytho-poetic play 
Heaven's Mouth that played at last 
year’s Nextfest. 

“T fell in love with his piece when 
it was a short 10-minute monologue 
and was willing to take the leap of 
faith when he said he wanted to 
develop the work into a full-length 
45-minute play,” Pirot says, adding 
that Mckinley began development 
on this work at the One Yellow Rab- 
bit Summer Lab Intensive in 2005. 


archival footage of The Story of a Life- 
time to the aforementioned Sue Huff 
documentary, Kids Talkin’ About 
Death. Given the Life Network tone 
of that piece, it’s hard to imagine 
why it’s included in a youth arts 
festival. 

“Silent” films work particularly 
well in the dramatic genre, mostly 
because the live audio in most of the 
pieces is so poorly recorded. In this 
age of desktop editing software and 
3-chip Handicams, there is no excuse 
for technical problems like hissy 
sound or ugly, video-y picture 
quality. 

But even in the few films that 
manage to look and sound great— 
Eric Spoeth’s The Manikin and espe- 
cially Brendon Foster-Algoo’s stylish 
Anamnesis come to mind—they both 
make the rookie error of holding 
onto too much footage just for the 
sake of a throwaway joke or a great- 
looking shot. When a movie's made 
its point, it’s done. Save the extra 
minutes for a DVD release. 


“Not only was I confident that 
Ryan could develop the piece, I 
knew it needed to go off in other 
directions as a play,” he says. Cross- 
roads, adds Pirot, is more narratively 
straightforward and chronologically 
linear than Heaven's Mouth, telling 
the story of a Charles Bukowski- 
esque flop-house/hotel. 

Other works that Pirot is taking 
leaps of faith with met him more 
than halfway in the risk-taking 
development process. Both Bitches 
by Jason Chinn and Fierce by Ottillie 
Parfitt and Polly Wiseman, mounted 
independent productions of their 
pieces prior to the festival. (Fierce 
premiered at the fringe festival in 
Brighton, England, Wiseman’s 
hometown.) 

In the case of Bitches, Pirot was 
more than confident in the develop- 
ing talents of Chinn, but wasn’t 
totally sold on the script (an explo- 
ration of “mundane lifestyles” and 
“sucky” repetitive tasks set in a Dil- 
bert-like office environment) until he 
saw the actual production mounted 
by the playwright. 

The most extreme dare offered up 
by Pirot was to Amy Neufeld. While 
the festival director loved her play 
concept—Vigilante Soccer Mom, a 
satirical piece about a woman who 
decides to improve the world by 
becoming an international assassin 
and killing folks she believes are 
making the world a bad place—he 
didn’t think she was “plumbing the 
full extent of her premise.” 

“ dared her to scrap her initial 
draft altogether and start over. She 
met the dare in her own way and 
ended up with a play that didn’t cop 
out at all in living up to its really 
great premise.” he says. 

“That's what Nextfest is all about. 
We're focusing on the development 
and not the end product.” 

The festival is as proud of the 
post-festival success of its graduat- 
ing plays—hits like Metis Mutt, Tues- 
days and Sundays, Super Ed, and 
STANDupHOMO—as it is over the 
acclaim and success the works earn 
at Nextfest. 

“We're also proud that it’s not 
only scripts from Nextfest that go on 
see more productions, but whole 
productions that were developed at 
the festival.”

Granted, the task of actually learn- 
ing to use the tools and the arduous 
process of composing and setting up 
shots is difficult, maybe the most dif- 
ficult of all media represented at the 
festival. The sloppiness of some of 
the films (visible mics, overexpo- 
sures, lack of colour balance) can 
sometimes be camouflaged by tricky 
editing, but I would much rather see 
something simpler if it is well con- 
ceived and perfectly executed. 

The resources exist in this city to 
make anything, film-wise. The 
knowledge is here, the equipment is 
here. I wish that Nextfest would 
apply some of the mentorship that 
the theatre kids get: maybe some 
feedback from editors before an 
audience gets a chance to see it, so 
they can understand what they need 
to do to take their rough cuts to 
something that can be presented at a 
more polished level. 

Otherwise, you have to deal 
with me.

relative inexperience. “In the past 
the emphasis was not on emerging 
artists,” say the Nextfest music series 
curator, “because music was emerg- 
ing as a functional part of the festi- 
val. As time goes on, the musical ele- 
ments have achieved more notori- 
ety, so I’ve been able to focus more 
and more on younger and emerging 
musicians.” 

Martin points to the increasing 
number of “young folk who are 
stepping into their own,” like 16- 
year old Samantha Schultz, who's 
played a few music festivals and 
enjoys increasing notice from the 
music community. “She was an 
opening act when the booked per- 
son backed out. She came in last 
minute and played to rave reviews.” 

Shane Ghostkeeper is another find 
says Martin, who saw him hold a 
crowd of 400 at the New City Lik- 
wid Lounge a month ago when he 
opened for Jay Crocker, who also 
plays Nextfest this year. Lindsay Ell, 
a hit last year and a guitarist of 
immense promise, also returns. 

Key for Martin is diversity in pro- 
gramming—showcasing talent that’s 
a bit unexpected like Michael Rault’s 
grunge or the operatic voice of Alicia 
Guilder. “She's from from Fort 
McMurray she’s and studying at 
Lethbridge. She put out a CD, and 
that’s unusual for someone in her __, 
early 20s. We've never had an opera 
singer before, but it’s fantastic to 
havea solo act that embraces her 
music as vehemently as she does.” 

Also upping the diversity ante are 
Shiftless Rounders. Hailing from the 
eastern hills of the-U.S., Martin says 
Phill Saylor-Wisor and Ben 
Sidelinger are as much musicologists 
as they are musicians. “They write 
Appalachian type music that sounds 
a hundred years old.” Meanwhile, 
Lynn Olagundoye injects a “pan cul- 
tural vibe with her killer R ‘n’ B fla- 
vored voice.” 

The Fabulous Beefeeders and 
Cordial Reef play the Velvet Under- 
ground on the closing weekend of 
the festival, The other party night 
is at the Sidetrack and features 
Calgary’s Jay Crocker and the 
Electric Apes. 

“It’s always a challenge to reach 
further afield than Edmonton,” says 
Martin. “However if I can bring 
someone into Edmonton, I have the 
ability to pay more than the average 
bar. They put ona show, win fans,

I’m trying to 
convince myself the closure of the 
Grant MacEwan program won't 
have that much impact.” 

The first segment of the series, 
Dance Your Az-Off I, features Ladies 
First by GMC grad Jessica Barrett. 
Focused on the volatile three 
decades bounded by the ‘50s and 
‘70s, the piece examines the role of 
women and the struggle they experi- 
enced beneath the outwardly calm 
but constrained stereotypes of 
happy housewives, studious secre- 
taries, and wholesome co-eds. “[Jes- 
sica has] been working on this piece 
for quite a while... The [result] is a 
really interesting take on women 
and femininity in that society.” 

Presented in conjunction with this 
longer work is Manipulation. The 16- 
minute piece is by Ashley Johnson 
another GMC graduate and now 
studying in Calgary. Performed by 
three dancers, the action is centered 
around a hand puppet. Repetition of 
key movements allow the perform- 
ers to shift their control over the 
physical environment to an interior 
manipulation. “This work was 
developed through movement 
improv and collaboration, It’s inter- 
esting how this program (Dance 
Your Az-Off 1) has that common 
thread with recent grads.” 

For Dance Your Az-Off IL, the 
focus shifts from modern /move- 
ment based dance to the one of the

The pieces 
come from different.periods of her 
time as a student. “Kirsten is a U of 
C ‘guinea pig’ in the MFA program 
She says that the Masters program is 
about more than exploring choreo- 
graphic vocabulary and language, 
it’s also about growth in herself. | 
wanted her to present something she 
worked on when she was younger 
at SFU and a new one that shows the 
growth of her voice and choreogra- 
phy.” Grey Underground explores 
boundaries, while Spiralling is a look 
at limits. The piece features a new 
score by Wiren’s partner Andre 
Jolivet. 

Finally COVET is a “self portrait 
and look at pop culture, how it 
messes us up. It’s a humorous look 
at the issues.” Creator Jacci Collins 
performed at Nextfest two years 
ago, and since then has taught in 
South Africa. 

However disparate the program- 
ming may seem at first glance, Turn- 
bull sees common themes that tie the 
performers and their visions togeth- 
er, from.their places of study to a 
definite worldview with a feminist 
bent. The main goal however, has 
been achieved, “T didn’t want to 
bring things down, it’s all about 
putting together a strong, diverse, 
and interesting program.”

A 
tense, unhappy toiler in the trenches 
of corporate consultancy, he’s 
played hooky to take in an Italian art 
movie, The Noble Mistress. His leap 
into escapism is aborted by badly 
dubbed English dialogue that owes 
more to Newark than it does to 
Napoli. (“Hey, Countess. Hey, 
Countess! | wanna talk to yuh...” is

the most frequently quoted offend- 
er.) To whom can he tun? There's 
Sam (Ron Pederson), the assistant 
manager who spends more time 
obsessively rearranging the popcorn 
than he does interacting with the 
clientele. Turns out Sam is trapped 
in a dead end—absentee boss, no 
chance for growth, a cinema cut off 
from the city by a freeway on-ramp. 
He does the only thing a lonely cine- 
drudge can do under the circum- 
stances: he invite his friend to the 
failing Swiss Chalet. 

In typical Lemoine fashion, mis- 
chance follows upon bizarre 
encounter as Nick’s marriage fails 
and the two set out on a quest for 
satisfaction. Along the way, they 
shop at the Gap, mess with a wait- 
ress’s head, hoodwink an innocent 
passerby into holding their coffees, 
and visit a nun in Sing-Sing. 

Hey, Countess! isn’t exactly “finely 
etched.” It’s a neatly constructed 90 
minutes that zips along and, in the 
tradition of the classic Hollywood B- 
comedy of the “60s warms the heart 
stylishly. It isn’t so much the story 
that’s enjoyable, but the personalities 
involved. We've seen Ron Peder- 
son’s engaging, slightly nebbish-y 
take on Sam in Die Nasty and other 
places, but watching him battle jet- 
lag, wi-fi, and shopping at the Gap 
while riding the whirlwind is satis- 
fying, imbued as it is with a winning 
wistfulness. Ditto Jeff Haslam’s 
twitchy, on-edge feline, Nick.

Haslam’s trademark quiet unraveled 
angst is put to effective use in this 
script—watching him stiffen in out- 
rage or express unspeakable 
umbrage is always funny, the come- 
dy leavened with an undertone of 
grief. Haslam and Pederson are a 
comedic gin and tonic, bittersweet 
and subtly carbonated. 

Like those celluloid comedies, a 
Lemoine romp isn’t complete with- 
out wacky women—here amply 
filled by Teatro doyenne Davina 
Stewart and debutante Janna O’Con- 
nor. Highlights include Stewart's “27 
June,” the no-nonsense Swiss Chalet 
waitress and protector of Sam, and 
O'Connor's “woman on the street,” 
who talks about her wish fora 
makeover while clutching two lattes 
she believes are microphones. 

The action wouldn’t be complete 
without a reenactment of a scene 
from The Noble Mistress, beautifully 
and badly lip-synched by Stewart's 
achingly elegant Countess and 
O'Connor's emotive maidservant.

Metro delivers new print of Renoir s beauty 





THE RIVER 

Directed by Jean Renoir, Jun 2 & 4, 7 pm, Jun

BEFORE GOING ANY FURTHER, LET ME 
just say that what you've heard is 
true: Jean Renoir’s The River is one of 
the most beautiful colour films ever 
made. If you can imagine what it 
would look like if one of the world’s 
great cinematic masters (who hap- 
pened to be the son of one of 
France's great impressionist 
painters) loaded up a camera with 
Technicolor film and took it to rural 
India at the end of the 1940s, you can 
probably imagine how it acquired 
such a reputation. 

Renoir, auteur behind such 
revered films as La Grand Illusion 
and La Reégle du Jeu, was having a 
hard time getting movies made in 
the Hollywood studio system after 
immigrating to the U.S. during the 
Second World War. 

He eventually turned toa 
wannabe producer named Kenneth 
McEldowney, a florist by trade, to 
fund The River. McEldowney proved 
to be a total incompetent, but he did 
one thing right—he bankrolled an 
exploratory journey to India for his 
director, and Renoir fell in love with 
the country. 

He insisted on shooting hours of 
silent documentary footage and fill- 
ing the film with authentic Indian 


music and dance, all of which frame 
and inform an ostensibly simple 
coming-of-age drama. 

The River, based on Rumer God- 
den’s semiautobiographical novel, 
follows the family of an English jute 
plantation owner and their life along 
a tributary of the Ganges. Eldest 
daughter Valerie and younger sib 
Harriet vie for the attentions of Cap- 
tain John, the American cousin of 
their next-door neighbour. The next- 
door neighbour's daughter Melanie, 
who is half-Indian, also dotes on the 
Yank, who has returned from the 
war minus one leg. 

The plot allows Renoir to muse on 
love, youth, the steady flow of time 
and the change it brings. His hero- 
ines are all on the verge of changes 
in their lives that seem frightening 
and strange to them, but beneath 
these concerns, life courses on cease- 
lessly. And just when they think the 
bottom has fallen out of their young 
lives, something truly shitty happens 
to put everything in perspective. 

Renoir directed a cast largely com- 
prised of non-actors, which mostly 
works out in his favour. Thomas 
Breen, as Captain John, isn’t a terri- 
bly commanding screen presence, 
but he really is missing a leg; on the 
other hand, Patricia Walters is so 
awkward on screen that it actually 
adds to her portrayal of the gawky, 
barely adolescent Harriet. All the 
same, I couldn't escape the feeling 
that she’s continually concentrating 


on not looking at the camera. 

If the emotional trials of rich white 
colonials don’t appeal to you as sub- 
ject matter, it’s not hard to tell that 
Renoir is utterly smitten with his 
backdrop. He imbues the film with 
the vibrant colour, breathtaking 
landscape photography and touches 
of Indian culture, from the authentic 
soundtrack to a dance sequence 
embedded within an equally colour- 
ful fantasy sequence. 

The bright, saturated Technicolor 
tones give the entire movie an other- 
worldly quality and turn the vistas 
of the river and the preternaturally 
green trees sagging with spring blos- 
soms into ravishing symbols of his 
abiding concerns. 

Of course, the symbols wouldn’t 
mean squat if Renoir weren’table to 
make us care about the characters. 
His main characters may be, to some 
extent, emotionally overwrought 
and silly, but Renoir has such 
immense empathy for them—and 
knows how to evoke from them a 
sense of burgeoning world-wis- 
dom—that they rise above their 
weakest moments (and intermittent- 
ly clunky performances) to attain a 
sort of grace. 

As usual, Metro Cinema provides 
you with the best chance to see The 
River since its 1951 release, witha 
brand new 35 mm print of the film 
that will no doubt knock your eyes 
right out of your head.

sions at the moment in Caledonia, 
Ontario, the underlying message to 
the upcoming 11th annual Dreams- 
peakers Film Festival couldn’t be 
more apt. 

“This year the festival leans 
towards activism,” explains Murray 
Jurak, president of the Dreamspeak- 
ers Film Society. “It’s a very timely 
topic, especially with the standoff 
currently taking place in Ontario.” 

It's apropos, then, that the open- 
ing night film—Indian Summer: The 
Oka Crisis (June 7, 6 pm, Metro Cine- 
ma)—is a fictionalized take on the 
famous 1990 incident in Quebec that 
saw protestors blocking a road to 
sacred ground when it was found 
out that the town had plans to rede- 
velop it. 

Edmonton filmmaker Gil Cardi- 
nal went back to work with the com- 
munity in order to best reflect as 
much truth on the escalating and 
incendiary events that eventually led 
to tragedy and continuing tensions 
in the area. 

“As was the case in the past with 
other films, Oka chose me,” Cardinal 
explained at the festival press confer- 
ence. “Believe me, I’d like to do 


something light and frothy one 
da 

a9 expected, documentaries make 
upa large percentage of the movies 
shown during the three-day festival 
that celebrates aboriginal achieve- 
ment in film, but they cover a fairly 
wide range of topics, extending 
beyond the stated activist slant. 

“We also take the opposite tack by 
saying that we belong to a larger 
mosoic,” jurak notes, “that we have 
a hand out for reconciliation.”

Homegrown Hank 


Little indie film that could still can 





HANK WILLIAMS FIRST NATION (DVD)

BY BOTH HIS WORDS AND HIS MAN- 
nerism, it’s clear that Aaron James 
Sorenson is deeply proud of his pic- 
ture, Hank Williams First Nation, a 
quirky little phenomenon of a dis- 
tinctly western flavour just released 
on DVD. Heck, he even talks about 
the fact there were only 24 people 
at the Toronto premiere as though 
its failure in the east is a point of 
honour. 

And it is ina way, for had Toronto 
audiences embraced the film, or had 
Telefilm not requested changes to 
the script for funding to proceed— 
which of course, Sorenson refused, 
ensuring no government funded 
financial support would be forth- 
coming—well then the film 
wouldn't have become the kind of 
regional success story of the under- 
dog variety that Canadians love so 
much. In centres well off the beat 
path of major industry thorough- 


n 


fares, local heroes are much in 
demand. 

“We have one studio and it’s run 
by the government,” says Sorenson, 
who completed Hank Williams First 
Nation by himself raising the money, 
an estimated $1.29 million, through 
investors. “The only real indie film is 
independent of Telefilm. 

“There’s something about soft 
money that facilitates mediocrity,” 
he continues, albeit with a pause to 
state that he isn’t trying to prosely- 
tize. “This film made a profit in 
Alberta; nobody got rich, but we all 
made a little money. Isn't there 
something healthy about that?” 

The response certainly seemed to 
be. The, story, essentially inter- 
twined slice-of-life vignettes about 
the everyday comings-and-goings of 
the residents of a Cree reserve, 
charmed the bulk of critics who 
penned reviews, from this publica- 
tion on up to the Hollywood trade 
paper Variety, with it’s everyday sort

SHADES OF ESCAPE FROM NEW YORK, 


District 13 is set in the near future 
(2010), ina Paris slum that’s been 
walled off from the rest of the city. 

The multiracial inhabitants of this 
ghetto are at the mercy of criminals 
within it—in particular the vicious 
and bloodthirsty gang leader Taha. 

How do we know that he’s 
vicious and bloodthirsty? 

Easy: when presented with the 













“wrong answer” by a few of his 
lackeys, he pops a few caps in them 
until they get the hint and start giv- 
ing him the “correct answer.” That'll 
learn ‘em. 

Taha’s trade is drugs, and Leito 
(David Belle) is intent on stopping 
him from dealing in front of the 
apartment block where he lives. To 
make his point, he’s stolen a million 
dollars worth of heroin. He's in the 
process of washing it down the tub 
when Taha’s thugs, led by K2 (Tony 
D’Amario), break through the door. 
What follows is a chase sequence—

through, over, and on the sides of 
tenements—that easily outclasses 
most of what Hollywood has to offer 
these days. 

That's because David Belle is a 
professional stuntman who co- 
founded his own form of martial 
art—Parkour, a fluid and efficient 
way of moving through the urban 
environment. It’s impressive and 
thrilling to watch—much of the 
action sequences in District 13 use 
Parkour as a base for other martial 
arts and gun battles. Belle isn’t much 
of an actor, but as Leito he doesn’t 


need to be—it's only essential that he 
flip over balconies, duck bullets and 
run up walls, which he does this 
with astonishing grace and skill. 

Needless to say Leito has angered 
the wrong people, and despite his 
good intentions to rid the district of 
Taha, he finds that he’s the one that 
has to be locked up, while his 
younger sister has been kidnapped, 
held hostage by his adversary. 

Enter Damien (Cyril Raffaelli), a 
policeman tasked with the job of 
finding a nuclear bomb stolen by 
Taha’s gang. Despite initial misgiv- 
ings, Damien (another skilled and 
acrobatic fighter, by the way) and 
Leito have to team up to defuse the 
bomb, find Leito’s sister, and escape 
from the clutches of the gang. 

Pulsing to an almost constant 
techno beat—it’s Run Lola Run 
crossed with Iron Monkey set in.a 
hip-hop milieu—District 13 works 
perfectly well as an action movie, 
but a certain averting of the eyes 
from huge, and I mean HUGE, defi- 
ciencies is necessary. 

The script is laughable, the dia- 
logue inane, and the plot so banal it 
would give Dan Brown a run for his 
money, but somehow it works. 

In the aftermath of last year’s riot- 
ing in the Parisian suburbs, there are, 
of course, interesting social implica- 
tions to a walled-off ghetto, and the 
filmmakers could have made more 
of the idea (there’s a slight pass at it), 
but it really isn’t the point of the film. 

In the end, District 13 is a fast 
paced cinematic comic book, and 
should be viewed, and enjoyed, 
as such.

of whimsy. Even the rough edges, 
while acknowledged, seemed to be 
given a pass—at least in some quar- 
ters. 

“The movie earns so much good- 
will in the first hour that you're 
happy to go wherever it happens to 
amble,” read the Georgia Straight, 
while Toronto’s NOW countered, 
regarding the same ticks: “Although 
the characters are people I'd like to 
know, the story moves slowly, and 
too many subplots go nowhere. Asa 
snapshot of a community, the pic- 
ture is lovely; as a film, it's static.” 

Given the provenance of the latter 
paper, it’s unlikely that Sorenson 
should take criticism to heart. Dur- 
ing the course of his conversation 
with SEE, he happily points out that

almost the entire advertising cam- 
paign was spent in the west. 

And thus, a two-way phenom of 
goodwill, at least in these parts, was 
birthed. Largely thanks to prairie 
audiences, including those who 
attended its extended engagement at 
the Princess Theatre, the film out- 
grossed other Canadian releases in 
theatres at the time—the much- 
hyped Childstar and the aesthetically 
questionable Phil the Alien. 

But what was it that struck such a 
chord? 

Well, Sorenson is certainly gifted 
in establishing a sense of place. He 
says that Edmonton ex-pat musician 
Shuyler Jansen (who, along with fel- 
low Old Reliabler Shawn Jonasson, 
is a dominant presence on the 
soundtrack) told him that watching 
Hank Williams First Nation was like 
seeing a foreign film; so sharply ren- 
dered are the features of Alberta’s 
landscape and people that, for audi- 
ences used to their province dis- 
guised as someplace else in Holly- 
wood-produced fare, seeing the 
familiar as a truly distinct locale, 
imbued with a look and feel as much 
its own as any far off setting, really 
does recontexualize the familiar with 
a sense of otherness. 

And now, as the story continues 
with a TV version slated to air on 
APTN, Sorenson is reciprocating the 
love. He claims that he could have 
saved 400K on the production bud- 
get for the series had he chosen to 
film it in Saskatchewan rather than 
returning to the theatrical version’s 
Peace River setting, but he wouldn't 
hear of it. 

“Peace River earned the right,” 
says Sorenson. “They gave us their 
dogs, cars, skidoos, kids... 

“The first time we were a curiosi- 
ty, this time we're returning as 
heroes. It’s been embraced.

AFTER HE’S MISSED EXACTLY 12 
appointments for an interview, Paul 
Raven, bass player for the current 
incarnation of Ministry, has finally 
been tracked down. 

“I’m sitting on the toilet in the 
hotel,” he says in such a deliberate 
and slightly dangerous tone of voice 
that it fetches a suggestion the inter- 
view be rescheduled yet again, say 
in about... 10 minutes time? 

“Nah, nah, mate,” he says with a 
barking laugh. “I’m sorry about all 
that trouble with the phone, I really 
am.” 

Phew. 

Turns out that Paul Raven is an 
amiable sort, which is a bit of a relief 
considering the maddening game of 
phone tag that’s been going on 
between us. 

There's also the matter of music 
history, since Raven is old school 
punk, someone for whom respect 
must be given if one grew up listen- 
ing and relating to the bands he was 
part of. 

He's been an “on again/off again” 
member of Killing Joke since 1983, 
but he’s also been part of bands like 
Prong, Murder Inc., and Godflesh— 
in short, he’s an industrial-metal- 
punk icon. 

Granted, an amiable, at times 
incomprehensible icon, but that’s 
okay. 

“Mine and Al's story goes back 20 
years,” Raven explains, when 


pressed as to the details of his hook- 
ing up with Ministry mastermind Al 
Jourgensen. “We've very often 
talked about collaborations between 
us—not just me and Al, but with the 
other members of Killing Joke as 
well.” 


MINISTRY OF TRUTH 

It always just remained talk, how- 
ever, as conflicting schedules put the 
kybosh on a plan to have Jourgensen 
fly over to participate in the recent 
Killing Joke 25th anniversary shows 
in Britain. 

By the time Raven got back to his 
Oregon home from the tour, Jour- 
gensen called with another pitch. 

“He said, ‘Are you done for the 
year? Get your ass to Texas—we'Te 
going to make a new Ministry 
album.’ He hadpicked a few people 
and off we went on this merry 
trail—making this new record and 
doing our bit for right and freedom.” 

And with that, Raven takes off on 
one of the more clumsily articulated 
but endearing rants this writer has 
ever recorded. 

“I'm glad to be part of this proac- 
tive stance against the political situa- 
tion in the US,” Raven declares with 
no small amount of heat. “When I 
got into music in 1977 punk was a 
fucking revolution because the situa- 
tion was—well, we had rock against 
racism, environmental issues, etc. 
That feeling dropped out of punk 
rock or music in general. Yeah, 
there's Live Aid and shit like that, 
but the spirit of actual rebellion is 
very weak in music generally.” 


Which brings us to Ministry's 
newest, Rio Grande Blood, released on 
Jourgenson’s own label, 13th Planet 
Records, with an accompanying tour 
to showcase politically charged 
tracks like “Fear (Is Big Business),” 
“Lieslieslies,” “The Great Satan,” 
and “Palestina.” 

You can’t accuse Jourgensen and

crew of subtlety on this one, but then 
Raven, for one, clearly isn’t in that 
frame of mind, and he’s happy to 
dictate the reasons why he feels that 
Rio Grande Blood is an essential tonic 
at this point in time. 


DOWN THE RIVER 

“There's a lot of scared people out 
there—you think about what hap- 
pened in fucking Nazi Germany, 
y know, WW?, that asshole getting 
in power. There were lots and lots of 
people turning the other fucking 
cheek, away from atrocity.” 

At this point there's the sound of a 
flushing toilet, and Raven's voice 


gets more indistinct as he shifts to 
his dislike of Thatcher's England— 
the reason why he came to America 
in the first place. 

“That's what's going on today,” 
he says in an aggrieved voice. “I 
mean, I don’t see Churchill's vision 
of England in England, I see Hitler’s 
vision of England in England. 1 see 
fucking cameras on every pole, 
poverty and fucking violence, politi- 
cal and social oppression and it’s 
happening more and more over 
here.” 

Now there's a blunt appraisal of 
the situation—the sort of thing you’d 
normally expect from kids half the 
man’s age. 

But Raven, who apropos of noth- 
ing suddenly lashes out at the idea 
of punk rock starting in New York 
as opposed to London, doesn’t see 
the current generation of punk 
bands having anything to offer 
beyond haircuts and immaculately 
torn jeans. 

“Yeah, the music’s not the same 
anymore. Fucking pisses me off that 
they say the Ramones invented 
punk rock. Punk rock for me was the 
political outcry. I don’t know what 
the Ramones were standing up 
against—fucking bubblegum, 
maybe? 

“T can admire the music and they 
looked cool, but they didn’t have the 
edge that the Clash had, for exam- 
ple. When I see people like Green 
Day or Blink 182 professing to be 
punk rock it makes me sick to my 
fucking stomach.”

Greg MacPherson talks Canada, politics... and hockey

GREG MACPHERSON MIGHT RESEMBLE 
a feistier, punkier Jack Johnson, but 
celebrity comparability aside, there's 
a lot more going on in the Winnipeg- 
bred folk-rocker’s mind than surfing 
or writing lullabies. 

In fact, most of what's buzzing 
around in MacPherson’s head seems 
to spill over into his conversations. 
As experienced when a mere 15- 
minute interview turned into nearly 
an hour of laid-back discussions, 
MacPherson can’t help but run ram- 
pant with reflections, philosophical 
tidbits, and, of course, his vexation at 
being left out of the manic hockey 
loop. 

“T’ve been in Europe these past 
three weeks and I haven’t seen any 
hockey; it’s been driving me crazy!” 
MacPherson exclaims. “I kept check- 
ing the CBC web site for scores and 
stuff, because I was going pretty 
hard there for a month at the end of 
the season and at the beginning of 
the playoffs. Now that I’m back, all 
of my favorite teams are out—except 
for Edmonton.” 

While his true Oilers spirit could 
be questioned (lightheartedly, that 
is), there’s no doubt that the person- 
able singer/songwriter hasa passion 
for traveling. Last year, MacPherson 
‘ook a trip overseas to spread the 
Canadian musical wealth, and while 
he was busy strumming alongside 
some remarkable European talent, 
he naturally fell into the hands of 
renowned Denmark recording label 
Play /Ree. 

According to MacPherson, 
Play/Rec released Sun Beats Down, a 
compilation of eleven of the most 
popular songs from his previous 
work that “forced” him to return to 
the wonderful European landscape. 
Denmark, Germany, Switzerland, 
and France were the highlights of his 
recent tour, but despite his academic 

background in labour history and 
te Wie for left-leaning politics, 

MacPherson is unsure whether or 
not these recent wanderings will 


bring out a more diplomatically 
charged musician. 

“This past trip has just been really 
encouraging for me to feel like peo- 
ple are listening,” MacPherson says. 
“I don’t know, though, if it will 
inspire me to write more. I’ve just 
had the craziest three weeks of my 
life, and-I’m sure it will have a really 
positive effect on the volume I’m 
writing right now. The politics in

Europe are pretty massive, so I don’t 
know what the effect will be, but it’s 
something I’m not really thinking 
about at the moment.” 
MacPherson’s sound, a combina- 
tion of climactic rock melodies and 
Springsteen-like sashays, is one that 
resonates with Canadian ingenuity. 
It’s true that Canada is making its 
mark on the world music stage, but 
from MacPherson’s perspective, 
that’s not all that our vast North 
American country gaining respect

for: Europe's old, cobblestone roads 
and beautifully adorned buildings 
are just simply no match for the 
splendor that is Canadian liberality. 

“T think that my trip to Europe has 
also reinforced my love for where 
I’m from,” MacPherson says. “When 
you go to old cities like Paris, Copen- 
hagen or Berlin that have these long, 
amazing, dramatic histories, it’s easy 
to get overwhelmed and think that 
there’s so much more wealth than 
Canada. But I find myself more 
resistant to that. There’s a tolerance 
{in Canada], which might be a bit 
stronger than it is in some parts of 
Europe. Maybe we're less nationalis- 
tic than some of the old countries, 
but I think that’s good; I don’t think 
those feelings benefit a country that 
much.” 

Given the rambunctious nature of 
Edmonton at the present moment, 
though, perhaps MacPherson is 
slightly understating the proud— 
and perhaps loquacious—nature of 
Canadians, especially when it comes 
to talking about their beloved ice 
sport. 

“1 was talking to my parents 

about an hour ago, and my dad said, 
‘Hey, you're playing in Edmonton; 
they're going to be in the Stanley 
Cup!’ I thought about it and was 
like, ‘Oh my God, there’s going tobe 
nobody at my show; they’re all 
going to be watching the hockey 
game!’ But hell, | want to watch 
the hockey game too. Maybe I can 
delay [my show] for a little bit or 
something...”

“SOMETIMES THE HARDEST PART OF BOOKING 
the folk festival is saying ‘no.’ Quantity is not 
the same as quality. I've always looked at the 
Edmonton Fak Festival as a place to aspire 
fo, not a place to leam your craft. This year 
we're also giving acts on main stage o little 
more time,” artistic director Terry Wickham 
at Monday's press launch of the 27th annual 

Edmonton Folk Music Festival. 

True to his word, Wickham trimmed the 
number of acts at this year’s event from 65 to 
59 in order to give some of them more visi- 
bility. And the festival is in fairly good fiscal 
shape to make such chai 

Wickham noted “the festival hos a 20% 
cash surplus. We've spent more on the artis- 
fic budget than ever before. Capital assets 
are in good shape and an endowment 

nd has been set up to provide long-term 
stability to the event.” However, even with a 
$10 increase in ticket prices the festival must 
sell over 95% of its tickets to break even

Ther sci th the festival hits Gallagher Park 
from August 10 to 13 and, as usual, there is 
a blend of the familiar and obscure: legends, 
up-and-comers, world, blues, Celtic, and 
bluegrass music. I's all represented in a mix 
that strives to be a little bit of everything, to 

one. 

e familiar includes such Folk Fest regu- 
lars as Bill Bourne, Greg Brown, Jenny 
Allen, and James Keelaghan. From the 
singer/songwriter part of the equation check 
out Sarah Harmer, Paul Kelly, Geoff Berner, 
and Lennie Gallant. 

The obscure includes Porkbelly Futures, 
an off-the-wall band that includes award 
winning author Paul Quarrington working 
with classical and rock musicians in a blues 
format, Baka Beyond, with their combination 
of musicians from the U.K. and Cameroon 
playing music rooted in the traditional music 
of the Baka people, and Karine Polwart, a 
storyteller and songwriter from Scotland. 

Legends Linda Ronstadt, The Neville 
Brothers, Bruce Cockburn, and The Blind 
Boys of Alabama stack up well against such 
relative newcomers as Saturday closer David 
Gray, Feist, The Waifs, and an acoustic ver- 


sion of Chumbawumba. 

World music from Salif Keita, Vishwa 
Mohan Bhatt, and Lagbaja will be presented 
alongside blues from The Holmes Brothers, 
Susan Tedeschi, Mark Sterling, and Amos 
Garrett and the House Band. 

Make sure you check out Bettye Lavette, 
whose 40-plus-year career has been on the 
upswing recently as she has been rediscov- 
ered by legions of blues fans. 

Fans of the Celts will have Eileen Ivers, 
Jez Lowe, Mary Jane Lamond, Solas, and 
Beolach, while Ricky , Peter Rowan, 
and Iris Dement will appeal to those who like 
alittle pickin’ and grinnin’.

Synth pop revivalist dives head first into the ’80s

IRIS AMM IS SINGING AND SQUEALING 
gleefully. 

Her father, Jason Amm (aka IDM 
synth-pop stalwart Solvent), has just 
returned from a fly-in gig in Scot- 
land less than 24 hours ago, and the 
16-month old toddler is in an obvi- 
ous state of bliss. 

As Iris vocalizes in the back- 
ground, barely ever pausing, Jason 
Amm admits taking care of his 
daughter has forced a hiatus of 
sorts—Solvent not having released 
any new material since 2004. But 
even though Solvent has been at a 
recording standstill since her birth 
(not counting a few commissioned 
tracks and his own Apples + Synthe- 
sizers remixed compilation, Elevators 
& Oscillators), his fans’ excitement to 
see him live somehow keeps on 
growing despite the drought. 

“You'd think that’s the way it 
works when you're kind of an estab- 
lished artist—recording, touring, 
recording, touring,” ventures the 
Zimbabwe-born Amm, who’s been 
releasing his work as Solvent since 
1997. “For someone like me, who's 
ona smaller scale—I haven't been to 
many cities more than twice. The last 
time I toured North America [in 
2004], Apples + Synthesizers came out 
while I was on the road. So it’s 
almost like this time around, people 
now know it. They're going to be 
even more excited because they've 
had two years to digest the album.” 

Amm concedes word-of-mouth 
does the trick of bringing Solvent to 
a higher level (as does critical 
acclaim), it takes time for it to hap- 
pen. He doesn’t seem too concerned, 
however. 

While Solvent was on the back 
burner, the Toronto-based pioneer 
hooked up with fellow electro mind 
Thomas Sinclair to form a ‘80s-ori- 
ented synth pop side-project called 
Black Turtleneck. The duo’s debut 
album, Musical Chairs, which aims to 
espouse Amm’s love for the idols of 
his youth—Human League, Soft 
Cell, Depeche Mode—was recently 
released on Edmonton's Nrmls 
Wlcm label. 

So why a Solvent tour all of a sud- 

den, as opposed to a Black Turtle- 
neck tour? 

“1 definitely think that if I were to 


tour with Black Turtleneck now, it 
would be a lot harder,” he admits 
“It’s kinda worked out in the way 
that even though I’m touring as 
Solvent, I’m able to talk about 
that project.” 

Black Turtleneck hooked up with 
the Edmonton label in Toronto dur- 
ing Canadian Music Week a few 
months ago. Amm was shopping 
the project around, and associating 
with Nrmls Wicm was matter-of- 
fact. “With some of the labels that J 
record with now [Ghostly Interna- 
tional, for example], I can tell that 
they would’ve found the project too 
blatantly ‘80s synth pop—and 
they’re not so much into that,” says 
Amm. “I didn’t know who would, 
but I gave it to Nik [Kozub]—and 
he was.” 

Banking on the label’s good 
design sense and a previous Edmon- 
ton jaunt that was “a smooth sailing 
gig,” Amm says it was “easy to 
judge the ‘doers’ from the ‘talkers.’” 

But while Black Turtleneck bene- 
fits from being attached to the Sol- 
vent brand name, Amm’s priority is 
to re-invent and redefine his main 
project, tossing around the idea of a 


vocal album (featuring daughter Iris, 
maybe?) 

“T have this real sound that I think 
is my sound. At least, if I’m treading 
ona similar path, it’s my path,” he 
declares. “What I want to do is make 
something that’s kinda radically dif- 
ferent from what I’ve done before— 
taking people by surprise. But I 
wouldn’t want to steer my whole 
career in that direction.” 

As for Solvent’s live incarnation, 
Amm wants reassure those who 
would like to think he’s simply 
cueing tracks from a computer, 
as opposed to giving a real 
performance. 

“They're used to just seeing a guy 
bopping his head behind a laptop,” 
Amm says. “This is not really techno 
music—this is something that has 
roots in the ‘80s but is also contem- 
porary. I do have a laptop, but most 
of the set is concentrated on me and 
a big Moog Voyager synth which I 
play like a proper old school synth 
pop player.” 

But no kicks and jumps. We'll 
leave that for Nik Kozub and the 
SO4 crew.

A melancholy Tennant lies awake 
late at night and wonders why his 
lover hasn't called; “I tried to see 
your point of view, but could not 
hear or see for jealousy.”

The Pet Shop Boys were often 
considered, and are still considered 
by some, to be shallow and lacking 
in “real” content. That's far from 
true. 

The Pet Shop Boys haven't made 
groundbreaking contributions to 
pop music. They haven't bled their 
hearts dry in front of an audience. 
But they’ve composed and recorded 
some of the most memorable pop 
songs of the ’80s and ‘90s. 

They’ve managed to remain a 
mainstream act with very broad 
appeal, while continuing to express 
something meaningful and memo- 
rable about life and love. :

Alkaline Trio recap their entire career in two hours

IT WAS FAN APPRECIATION ‘NIGHT AT 
the Starlite Room last Saturday, with 
Alkaline Trio ripping through an 
endurance testing set that ran close 
to two hours in length. The band 
started the night by playing 1998's 
Goddamnit in its entirety, and in 
order. Their first full-length, the 
album had laid the hard-luck/hard- 
drinking foundation for the band’s 
career, with clever wordplay, 
strange metaphors, and dark 
imagery. 

Ending with “Sorry About That,” 
the stripped-down number that clos- 
es the album, guitarist / vocalist Matt 
Skiba played a brief acoustic set, 
bassist/vocalist Dan Andriano 
quickly following suit with a brief 
solo. 

The sound was overwhelmingly 
shitty at first, with the subs in the 
room taken to ridiculous measure— 
the bass an indiscernible mush 
threatening to swallow the guitar 
and vocals. As the’ show progressed 


the problem seemed to sort itself out, 


though it was only during the brief 
appearance of Nolan McGuire on 
second guitar that the band sounded 
complete. Or full, anyway. 

So to recap: entire first album, two 
acoustic sets. Time to play a couple 
of rockers and pack it in? 


Nope, the band 
surprised everyone 
by continuing to 
throw down anoth- 
er hour or so of 
material covering 

REVIEW the entire spectrum 
of their career. I was 
truly amazed at how gracious the 
Trio was towards their audience; 
going far beyond what is usually 
expected or required of a band in 
their position. (Though, man, what 
the hell is going through your head 
when your pre-show ritual involves 
finding the pinkest, laciest pirate 
shirt in your closet? I hate to write 
about a band’s clothes, but you 
should have seen it. Strange choice.) 

The Trio closed with “Radio,” 
probably their most well known 
tune, dedicated to “everyone that 
was singing before we came out.” 
And sing along they did—the crowd 
actually carried the melody of the 
song while Skiba sang harmony 
with everyone in the room. It was a 
grin-like-an-idiot, feel-good moment 
ina night already packed with more 
of the same. 

They didn’t bother with an 
encore, but after close to two sweaty 
hours (impressive when you consid- 
er the average song length to be 
around three minutes), no one could 
hold it against them. 

The earliness of the show caught

FIRST IMPRESSIONS ARE HARD TO SHAKE. 
When you receive a CD from a local artist 
who seemingly incorporates two existing 
musicians into his performing name and titles 
his album with three dots, you’d probably 
expect some pretentious art-house concept 
colecting type shit—a real coup d'état joint. 
In the case of Sjén, it’s a lot more accessible. 
Think about crossing the atmospheric synth 
and affected lyrics of the Mars Volta with the 
commercial guitar work of Red Hot Chili Pep- 
pers. But don’t kill yourself in the process. 
While it seriously, seriously sounds bad 
on paper, it's relatively inspiring at times. 
Working with a lo-fi aesthetic and sparse 
flourishes of synth, the best tracks are usually 
instrumental (the heavy “Train Track,” 
"Tero," and Taken”), but songs like stand- 
out “The Center” tend to a of the better 
parts of Radiohead's. Kid A with their drum 
machine crashes, addictive melodies, and 
spaced-out vocals. 
Sjan’s slightly off-key singing and disaf- 
ics are almost a deal breaker (“I’m 
27 years old and it's 2005/ I'm from the last 
generation to have any soul/When you'd 
never be caught dead with your songs in 
commercials"), but he still shows up with 
great ideas on the musical side of the spec- 
trum.

THE GOLDEN-THROATED GUITARISTA FROM 
melodramatic pop-ists Stars debuts her solo 
self on Honey from the Tombs, an album suf- 
fused with its titular preoccupations of sweet- 
ness and suffocating bleakness, both of 
which seem to Sauchy bags Millan 

Wandering away from the “soft revolu- 
tion” of her main gig and guest shots with 
Broken Social Scene, Honey is ‘propelled by 
Millan’s gorgeous voice and indie jangle 
rock meets barbituate-dripped Nashville 
strumming. 

Most tracks are woebegone countrified 
numbers with a pinch of Laurel Canyon fairy 
dust, but a couple lift from 1960s girl rock. 
The inexplicable “Wayward & Porfiament” 
treads even further. With its animal noises, 
hallucinogenic feel, and a jarring shiftdis- 
gorsing homs and near-dancehall bass—it’s 
ike Millan's own “Lucy in. the Sky with Dia- 
monds.” (I'm starting the rumour that it’s 
about salvia plants. Pass it on.) 

The best thing about Millan’s bell-clear 
voice is hater her intricate wordplay, 
as she drifts through the usual truck stop 
heartaches—leaving, being left, whiskey, 
and falling prey to all the wrong appetites.

MARKING A STRONG DEPARTURE FROM THE 
Stills previous work, Logic Will Break Your 
Heart—an album that featured much more 
wailing guitars, forced metaphors, and 
attempts at sounding British—Without Feath- 
ers, provides some welcome rock ‘n’ roll 
relief 

While the Stills can be found among 
Montreal's increasingly dense and tightly knit 
indie-rock scene (Emily Haines makes an 
appearance on the conspicuously more Met- 
ric-sounding “Baby Blues”), their anthemy 
sing-along sound is more reminiscent of 
Canadian power-pop counterparts Sloan this 
time around. 

The epic crescendo of “in the Beginning” 
kicks things off promisingly enough, estab- 
lishing a grandiose, “wall of guitar” sound 
that carries over well into “The Mountain.” 

However, at the heart of the album (“In 
the End,” “Interlude”), the pace flatlines 
severely, only fo be resurrected again by 
upbeat numbers like “Halo the Harpoons” 
and “It Takes Time.” 

And, fortunately, by the time the closer 
“The House We Live In” rolls around, the 
album redeems itself in full. This mellow 
acoustic finale is accompanied nicely by the 
sounds of accordion and tambourine, the lat 
ter of which is a constant (and rad) inclusion 
throughout.

BORROWING A UBIQUITOUS SPANISH SUR 
name (albeit accidenially, so the story goes) 
and several blues-inspired riffs, Southport, 
England’s Gomez could easily be mistaken 
for a Tex-Mex group from the American 
South. Their rootsy, home-cookin’ sound 
(which features banjos and brush-drums 

among other instruments), along with a lack 
of detectable accents (at least while singing), 
only adds to the confusion 

Upon closer inspection, however, it’s clear 
that Gomez's roots are firmly in the British 
rock tradition, which itself stems largely from 
the blues: For one thing, the quintet’s style of 
tum-taking vocals and poppy hooks is remi 
niscent of their long-haired Liverpudlian pre- 
decessors. This is not to put Gomez on the 
same level as the Fab Four, of course, as 
their styles are otherwise largely incompati 
ble (to say nothing of reputation) 

Despite their egalitarian singing process, 
however, it’s Ben Ottewell’s raw, powerful 
vocals that stand out the most, as on “See the 
World,” “All Too Much,” and the title track. 
That said, the decidedly more Brit-poppy 
“Woman! Man!,” led by lan Ball and Tom 
Groy, is far and away the catchiest—and 
most fur—number, while this same duo puts 
the delicate finishing touches on the album 
with “Don’t Make Me Lough.”

ly put the blame on front man Jay Farrar and 
the rest of the Son Volt crew 

Clocking in at 120 minutes with 31 songs 
covering the span of Son Volt’s entire career 
this performance recorded at the Orange 
Peel in Asheville, NC, had all the potential to 
be one hell of a live experience. For the peo- 
ple in the audience, it probably was some- 
thing to behold. But for the viewers at home, 
it is one looooo0ong snooze fest 

Director Hank Lena just doesn’t seem fo 
understand what it takes to capture Son 
Volt’s deeply political, heart-wrenching alt- 
country energy. His multiple-camera direc- 
tion is mind-numbingly static, the sound is 
straightfrom-the-board with little ambiance, 
and the visual quality of the document is w 
too clean—somehow completely at sacs 
with Farrar’s deep-rooted “belief.” 

What this DVD needs is more grain, more 
quick cuts, more strange angles, more shaky 
close-ups, more pe more of everything 
a band like Son Volt deserves in a yisual 
document of that magnitude. 

This is, to quote one of their better num- 
bers, a “damn shame.”

Big Clit 


Big clits, small clits, red clits, blue clits— 
they're all outside my area of expertise, BC, 
so | shared your letter with Alice Dreger, a 
medical humanities and bioethics faculty at 
Northwestern University’s Feinberg School of 
Medicine. Dreger has worked as a patient 
advocate for people born with “different 
than-average sex anatomies” for a decade, 
and she has tons of good advice for the dif- 
ferently clitted. (She also has a website: 
www.dlicedreger.com.) 

“Just like penises and breasts and noses 
come in different shapes and sizes, so do 
dlits,” Dreger said. “Study after study keeps 
showing the same thing: Clits naturally vary 
a lot more than those diagrams on gynecolo- 
gists’ ts’ walls lead you to believe” 

Unfortunately, not everyone has gotten the 
memo—from your sex partners, BC, to the 
medical establishment. 

“Lots of docs will be happy to operate on 

ou,” Dreger continued. wil the Canadian 

tedlh-care system pay for it? Maybe. Should 
you get surgery? | wouldn't in a million 
years, knowing what | know. Many women 
who have had clitoral-reduction surgery as 
children and as adults report diminished sex- 
ual sensation, Think about it, it only makes 
sense: You cut into a really sensitive organ, 
and you're messing with sensation. Take 
parts off, take sensation away. Worse yet, 
some women who have ha this surgery 
report shortterm or lifelong genital pain.” 

If that’s not enough to dissuade you, BC, 
consider this: Most of the surgeons out there 
hacking away at different-than-average clits 
don’t know much about clitoral geography. 
‘They've finally started confessing this in the 
medical meetings | attend,” said Dreger. “For 
example, the nerves turn out to be in different 
places than most of them thought. Oops! 
And most of them don’t know that most 
women masturbate by rubbing the shaft of 
the clitwhich is kind of like how most men 
masturbate, by rubbing the shaft of their 
penises. ecanauleriierchattitwhatsi 
a eae remove, thinking only the 

lans (the nubbin at the tip) is what's impor- 
nt Oops again!” And women who get the 
surgery don’t wind up feeling “normal,” 
Dreger added. “A recent study showed that, 
in fact, surgery cemented their feeling of 
being ‘different’ while interfering with genital 
sensation.” (You can read more about that 
study at www.isna.org/node/1039.) 

So what should you do? 

"First off, know his clit is normal you,” 
said Dreger. “IF it gives you sexual pleasure, 
don’t mess with it! hand rm to prepare 
ot sex partners for what Te going to 
find desthey head south. Bhs what | 
did at the start—clits like penises vary in size, 
and you were blessed with a clit that makes it 
easy for guys to find.” And while some guys 
will appreciate your big clit for its easy-to- 
locate a BC, others will appreciate 
your big clit for its sheer big clittedness. “I've
